One of the arguments with which infi- 
delity has armed itself against the Chris- 
tian religion, is, that its professors do not 
agree as to its obligations, and that more 
animosity is prevalent among christians, 
than ever existed among the heathens.— 
The christian world, it is true, has long 
been convulsed by schisms and quarrels, 
bat it is easy to discover that these things 
are not the offspring of true christianity, 
which is diametrically opposed to all strife, 
hatred and variance. Mankind, in the 
wisdom of this world, have built up va- 
rious institutions upon the foundation of 
the gospel; but these have had no other 
effect than to make religion a source of 
contention, or to employ it as a pretext to 
cover worldly and selfish purposes. It 
was the departure from the plain path of 
simplicity, and corrupting the plain truth 
of gospel doctrines, that gave occasion to 
most of the controversies which have divid- 
el christendom—human crecds were sub- 
stituted instead of plain scripture, and as 
often as circumstances differed, or new 
opinions were broached, so these creeils 
were altered, amended, or corrected, until 
they becaine filled with subtletics and con- 
tradictions. It is thus that christians have 
been led away, and scattered upon the 
barren mountains and desolate hills of an 
empty profession, by the decisions of coun- 
cils and synods, whose decrees have had 
an effect to perplex the consciences of 
men. At one time opinions were main- 
tained as orthodox, then they have been 
exploded, perhaps in conformity to the 
views of secular ambition, and all who do 
not subscribe to the prevailing orthodoxy, 
must be heretics of course. Now, if man- 
kind could be brought to repose their faith 
upon eternal revelation, the scriptures, 
and reason, there would be no necessity of 
going to Nice or Constantinople, to Rome 
or Trent, to consult the decrees of coun- 
cils and synods; nor to Arius or Athana- 
sius, to Calvin or Arminius, to Fox or 
Westley, for a rule of faith and practice. 
— By following the dictates of the “light 
within,” all that is necessary for salvation 
would be clearly made known to us. Our 
creed would be not in articles, catechisms, 
or confessions of faith, but in the “law of 
the spirit of Christ,” written in the heart.
